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Budget Shows Aid Slash

President Reagan's $727 billion 
budget released Monday contained 
particularly bad news for CSUS 
students dependent on financial aid 

The budget shows a $132 million 
cut in student aid programs affecting 
200,000 students statewide 

According to an inter-depart- 
mental memo from the California 
Student Financial Aid Commission, 
the specific cutbacks are as follows

Further cutbacks in the Guaran 
teed Student Loan program expected

Those students who remained 
eligible would be required to pay an 
increased loan originatio: fee of 120 
percent and would begin: paying the 
loan earher 

An origination fee deducts from 
the loan a certain percentage that

CSSA Plays David 
To Capitol Goliaths

While other interest groups can 
freely lobby the state legislature 
California State Student Association's 
lobbying office in Sacramento is 
hampered by a small budget and by 
state law. 

State law prevents CSSA from 
supporting politicians or political 
candidates. Thus, while other inter 
est groups and corporations pour 
thousanes of dollars into politicians’ 
campaign funds, CSSA is barred 
from even endorsing a politician who 
has worked for students’ interests 


Financial contributions are out of the 
queston 

At the same time, CSSA's lobby 
ing budget 1s small, con pared to 
other groups’ budgets 

For instance, the Califorma Med 
ical Association spent $593,426 in 
its 1981 lobbying efforts. The 1980 
81 budget lor CSSA’s lobbying 
othce was 91.697 

The lobbying office's pudget 
derives from a portion of the student 
activity fee pad by the 300,000 
students of the California State 
University ystem

ASI Promotes Pavilion

Drawings and a feasibility study 
for a CSUS performing arts pavilion 
were unveiled yesterday, marking 
the beginning of a push by Asso- 
ciated Students, Inc. to have the 
center financed, designed and built 

If completed, the center would 
host concerts, plays and speeches for 
more than 6,500 people — 3,400 in 
fixed seats under fabric “tension 
structures,” and 3,100 on the grass 
around the pavilion stage 

The proposed site for the pavilion 
lies between the water treatment 
plant and U.S Highway 50, adjacent 
to College Town. 

The new pavilion would look 
much like a large circus tent on a 
slight hill, a structure that Craig G. 
Huntington, project engineer for 
T.Y international calls reminiscent 
of “the old circus tents...just made 
with new materials.” 

According to Huntington, the 
pavilion is a structure conceived with 
visual appeal in mind that is “suited 
to clumate of Sacramento.” Hunting- 
ton said the pavilion would be built 
on a mound that would be formed by 
digging a hole and using the dirt to 
form the mound. Over the mound 
the supporting structures would be 
built — stage, box office, restrooms 
and dressing rooms. Tension struc-

The cost analysis portion of the 
feasibility study indicates the project 
will cost $3,682,000 for site work, 
seating, stage, fabric tension struc- 
tures and support structures. Accord 
ing to Huntington, the fabric tension 


structures will have to be replaced 
every 10 years, possibly costing $1 
million for each replacement 

The site that AS} hopes to acquire 
on long-term lease trom the city, is 
land originally planned for the expan- 
sion of Sacramento's water treat.

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State Department Official Talks 
Tough Foreign Policy Moves

H. Kenneth Hill's grey suit and 
smooth business demeanor suggest- 
ed a bank exec utive 

According to the visiting State 
Depariment offi ial, however, credit 
ratings matter little ‘o him and his 
Washington-based staff of six. 

Hill, a deputy director of the U.S. 
Departr ent of State's office of 
security assistance, spoke with about 
100 students J vesday during his 


day jong visit to CSUS 
Hill said that credits and debits 
become sec ondary to Strategic object- 


instance, personal friendship between 
heads of state. 

Included in the duties of Hill's 
office is reviews of requests from 
Europe, the Middle East, and East 
Asia to purchase U.S. arms and mil 
itary technologies. 

“We are actively engaged in 
arms sales but we're not selling 
helter-skelter around the world,” said 
Hill. “We try to look at the sales in 
terms of...the (foreign) nation’s 
Purpose, how it... meshes with our 
own policy,...the regional questions, 
what is the threat, is the weapon 
appropriate for the threat, and can 
the country pay for it (purchased 


repayment) is usually ‘no,’ but there 
are credits and other devices availa. 
ble to help out in that area.” 

Military strategy sometimes out. 
weighs an applicant nation’s ability to 
repay debts. Israel, for e» ample, 
enjoys “a substantial forgiveness” 
clause in its agreement.

Look around campus (the bike thieves sure do} —there 
are many expensive bicycles ($180 and up) secured with 
locks worth no more than $10. As they say, you get what 
you pay tor. Bike shop personnel have told me that 
spending 10 percent of what you paid for a bicycle is not 
too much for protection 

Despite their price, many locking devices are no 
“match ior the heavy bol-cutters that thieves usually use. 
“Experts recommend “LU” shaped locks such as the Citadel 
and Kryztnite, or hardened steel padlocks and cable no 

less than three-sixieenths of an inch thick. 
> Even with a sudstantal security Syston, some people 
fail to lock their bicycle properly Many lock only a part of 
the bike and alicw the cable or chain to rest on the ground, 
wi ch provides leverage for bolt cutters. 


Nhat really arnazes me are those people who lock only 
a wheel to the frame of the bicycle, and then fail to lock the 
package to a stationary object. These people deserve a 
hand. written ‘thank you” note from thiewes who pick the 
bicycle up and haul it away. If youdon’t believe that 
can be so ignorant, check the front of the Student Service 
Center or the west vide of the Science Building.

Several years ago, Sachs laid alone in a South 
African jail cell for 168 days. The scars from that 
Spirit-quieting experience lasted far longer than 
Sachs’ six months of internment 
Liddy was jailed longer than other Watergate 
conspirators largely because of the belief in authority 
that kept him from « ooperating with Watergate 
Prosecutors. Sachs was also imprisoned for his beliefs 
— but there the similarity ends — Liddy was 
impnsoned for an action of political engineering that 
added to the disiliusionment of the v ery generation he 
now lectures 
Sachs’ confinement was the result of personal 
heroism in defense of time honored ideals 
Many readers may not know this because Sachs’ 
speech drew only about 100 listeners — it was one of 
the poorest crowds for one of the finest speeches | 
have ever heard at CSUS 
Surely, Sachs’ name is nota household word, like 
Liddy’s is, but I would have thought his anti- 
apartheid activities would be of more interest to 
students. The Hornet is always getting letters from 
students about this or that international injustice, 
many of which manage to mention South Africa and 
its socially destructive practice of apartheid 
The fact that Sachs’ speech was not well-attended 
speaks of the new post Watergate generation, and its 
morals. Liddy drew the crowd he did because many 
people are curious. Last year, Liddy’s popularity on 
college campuses was like any other fad — like 
frisbee, Sperry topsiders or Izod alligator shirts. 
Other generations went off to fight fascists in 
Spain or took to the streets to protest Vietnam — but 
the post-Watergate generation seems lost, without 
strong moral objections to things like apartheid. 
American students are perhaps too affluent, or 
uncaring. Or, maybe American students are just too 
busy trying to stay in school and trying to win inflated 
grades,

According to Curtis Richards.

has to pay $170 for 3-6 units.’ 

L.ate registrations jumped from 
1,585 students in fall 1981 to 2.055 
in spring 1982, despite a $20 late 
registration fee. Edwards was not 
positive that collecting fees four cays 
before Christmas led to the increase 
in late registrations 

“The early deadlines may have 
caused the increase in late regis 
tratons from last semester. The prim 
ary reason for the early deadline was 
that the university could save $30,000- 
$35,000 in energy costs if the school 
was closed over the Christmas 
holiday,” Edwards explained 

Another reason for the early 
deadline, the one given to students, 
according to Edwards, was to allow 
department chairs and deans to 
process class schedules. 

“Without going through that (the 
early deadline), there was no way 
computer-assisted registration could 
have been processed in time, given 
that the school would be closed over 
Christmas,” Edwards said

Ax ording to Huntington, the 
fabric structures would be mounted 
on poles supported by wires 5/8 to 
1.5 inch thick Huntington said the 
tent materials are “ non combust, 
ble,” but have been known to rip 
apart in severe weather. One such 
Structure was torn by a tornado in 
Florida, but the structure should 
withstand Sacramento's oc« asionally 
high winds, Huntington said 

Klein said he hopes to envolve as 
many people possible to support the 
plan but said an increase in student 
fees would not be used to finance the 
center. 
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AWACS aircraft “‘in five or six 
years, about the same time the 
transaction is completed. A student 
had mentioned a Los Angeles Times 
article which claimed that the Saudis 
would be unable to fly the AWACS 
until the 21st century. 

Hill also explained effects of 
foreign arms sales on the U.S 
economy. He denied a direct correla 
thon. 

“Are we selling weapons in order 
to help the U.S. economy? The 
answer is ‘no.’ But if the timing of a 
sale will help keep a production line 
open, it does affect our decision. 

“We do go out frequently and 
canvas foreign countries to find out if 
they want to buy a particular type of 
weapon, If they already have, say 
M-60 tanks, and the M-60 line is 
going down, we'll go out and say 
“Well, we just want to let you know 

“Through military sales...we do 
help to keep lines open longer, and 
over a long period of time, it reduces 
costs for our own military.” 

Some students questioned the 
U.S. government's sale of arms to 
regimes of questionable integrity and 
alliances. Algeria was one nation

Dhillon said, “These are the people |

The measure will be heard at next 
Tuesday's meeting, although Dhil 
lon later hinted he may be willing to

Dhillon’s proposal would require 
the senate chair to ask a member to 
resign after his fifth absence from a 
senate hearing.

Hill downplayed the significance 
of arms and military equipment sold 
by the U.S. to nations that turned 
hostile when unfriendly regimes 
came to power. lran was used as an 
exam ple. 

“We aren't selling them any 
spare parts,” said Hill of Iran 

Hill revealed one arms sale that 
had little basis in strategy. “The 
Shah of Iran had become good 
friends with Nixon and Kissinger. At 
one point he wanted more planes 
from us, but we didn’t want to give 
him any more. He threatened to get 
more from the Russians, so Kissin 
ger decided to give him the planes. In 
the long run it didn't work out too 
well.”

Hornet Ed Thorpe wrestled three 
matches last year, was injured and 
sat through an un-eventful season 
This year, in addition to becoming 
one of CSUS’ finest athletes, his 

18-4-1 record has helped anchor the 
wrestling team to a successful 10-4 
season. 

That isn’t too bad a showing for a 
guy who loves football and had no 
intentions of ever wrestling until a 
frend talked hirn into coming out for 
the high school team. 

“I didn’t join the team until my 
sophomore year,” Thorpe said. “All 
I wanted to do was play football until 
my friend got me interested in 
wrestling. I’m glad he did because | 
reaky enjoyed it, and I had a good 
year thai year, so | decided to stay 
with it.” 

Since then, Thorpe has enjoyed 
continuous success. In his senior 
year in high school, he was the 
league champion and qualified jor 
the California Interscholastic Feder 
ation Finals (CIF). He then went on 
to wrestle two years at Goldenwest

Wrestling wasn't Thorpe’s only 
athletic interest in yurnor college He 
was a talented pole-vaulter who was 
recruited by former C5US track 
Coach Noel Hitchcock.

Alter spending all of last season rebuilding, the CSUS 
men's tennis team is hopeful that the hard times which 
nagged them during most of the 1981 campaign are now 
somebody else's headache. 

Considering that the Hornets, 8-12 overall, were 
chiefly occupred last season with building a competitive

Amidst qualifying rounds, the 
CSUS men’s golf team finished sixth 
in the Western States Intercol- 
legiates tournament Monday. Col- 
lectively, the team ended with 401- 
401 for a total of 802. According to 
Roloff this was not a good perfor- 
mance. “However, this was only the 
third time we've played as a team 
this season.” 

The medalist in Monday's tour- 
nament at the Silverado Country 
Club in Napa was San Jose State 
Freshman Dan Coughlin from Red- 
ding. He obtained a 4 under-par 
70-70 for a total of 140. His score 
was excellent, Rolofi said. 

CSUS’ medalist was Chuck Kel- 
ley. He shot 78-77 for a 154 game. 
Second place went to senior Ken 
Wade, with a score of 77-80, a 157 
total. Freshman Jim Jeinick placed 
third, scoring 81-77 to total 158. 

Roloti offers a few explanations 
for Monday’s loss. He says the team 
is new, and he has yet to distinguish 
the good players from the bad. He 
needs experience in the line-up and is 
lowLing for players shooting par. 
“Time will tell,” he said. 

The men’s golf team is lacking 
experience primarily because the 
players are deficient in experience in 
high school and college golf, ex- 
plained Roloff. He noted that they 
need skall and dedication. Due to the 
number of competitors for the golf 
team, Roloff feels the competition 
will produce a more dedicated, 
aggressive team when the finalists 
are chosen. 

Comparing his team to that of 
competing schools, Roloff explained 
that the major disadvantage is 
derived from a lack of practice 
Various schools operate on the 
quarter system, therefore, their 
teams have approximately twelve 
matches behind them, according to 
Roloff. CSUS’ men’s golf team 
commenced playing with the outset 
of the spring semester. Roloff noted, 
“Their games are not in shape this 
season.” The men’s golf team does 
not play during the fall interval. 

Bob E. Smith, joining the CSUS’ 
golf staff as a golf consultant, was 
introduced Tuesday at a pzess lun. 
cheon. Smith is Sacramento's first 
National Individual Champion in 
golf and is an All- Amerigan, accord, 
ing to Roloff. He played fifteen years 
as a touring professional, con- 
sequently winning $400,000 as a 
player, and he is presently a TPA 
teaching professional, Roloff added. 

Asked which schools presented 
the greatest competition, Roloff 
replied, “Our rival is always UC 
Davis.” He added that Portland 
State, University of Puget Sound, 
Eastern Washington University, and 
Cal State Northridge are also heavy 
contenders. UCD, Northridge, and 
CSUS are Division II, the remaining 
schools are Division | which is a 
tough league, according to Roloff. 
The above schools are scholarship 
schools, with the exception of UCD. 
Roloff’s goals for the spring season 
are the NCAA Div. Il Champion- 
ships and the building of a new team. 

In the past five years, the CSUS 
men’s golf team has been to the 
Nationals. “We're one of the tap 
schools on the West Coast as far as 
Division II,” Roloff noted. 

Also qualifying this week is the 
women’s golf team.

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The Art of Kissing, Down Through the Ages

Dr. Henry Gibbons defined it medically as “the 
anatomical juxtaposition of two orbiculans oris muscles in 
a state of contraction.” It’s also known as a smooch, a 
peck, a buss, a honey cooler, a kissaroo and osculation. 
It’s kissing — and though it is a widely accepted activity in 
Amenica, many scientists, theologians and political leaders 
regard kissing as harmful and immoral. 

How did the kiss start? One chemist believes that it all 
began when cavemen licked thew neighbors’ cheeks for the 
salt on them. Possibly the foremost authority on the kiss, 
Professor Bryant of Texas A & M, assumed that kissing 
commenced when two nose-kissers missed and they liked 
what they felt. 

The first historical evidence is found it the Bible where 
Isaac commands his son Esau to kiss him. From there, the 
kiss is mentioned in the Bible many times but never in the 
romantic connotation. 

Whenever kissing romantically began, one thing 1s sure 
— kissing does not result from a sentiment innate in man. 
The repulsion generally shown by children concerning the 
kiss proves the point. The kiss slowly developed into one of 
the most practiced forms of entertainment between the 
sexes — at least in America. 

The Chinese culture, however, has always considered 
kissing to be a form of cannibalism. Although Chinese 
leaders may be seen kissing French diplomats on the 
cheeks, the mouth-to-mouth variation is discouraged, 
according to the Beijing penodical, The Worker's Daily. lt 
states: “Kissing is indeed a harmful form of behavior.” 

Japan had tried to keep the kiss a secret when, in the 


1920s, Rodin’s sculpture “The Kiss” came to Tokyo and 
was discretely hidden from public view behind a bamboo 
curtain. 

Here’s a question every good Christian would like 
answered: what kind of sin is kissing? In 1956, a 
15-year-old Italian boy who enjoyed kissing his sweet- 
heart asked this question to the Catholic theological 
magazine, Palestra del Clero (Forum of the Clergy). The 
Palestra said of the passionate kiss, except between 
husband and wife, “tune latet anguis in herba”’ referring, 
classically, to the presence of a snake in the grass. The 
Palestra advised parents and priests “to be more severe 
than lenient” in restricting the habit between young people. 

Kissing may not be immoral but it may be harmful. in 
1907, Dr. Nalpasses of the Medical Faculty of Paris noted 
that though the person you are kissing may seem healthy, 
certain microbes “are making ravages to end in death. The 
germs of scarlet fever, measles, whooping cough, the 
typhoid fevers, meningitis, erysipulas, tuberculosis — in a 
word, many diseases due to microbes — are transmitted 
by the supposedly inoffensive kiss.” 

In more recent times, an experiment was made at 
Amencan University in 1946 by eight students who were 
asked to kiss a glass plate which caught most of the 
bacteria transferable in ordinary osculation. They found 
that most all of the germs that appeared were harmless. 

One subject that hasn't been touched on much is 
whether kissing is healthy. Doesn't it excite ali five senses? 
Granted, usually eyes are not kept open during the act, but 
sight is a very important aspect of the fore- and-after-play 
of the kiss. 

The culture that probably led the way in the area of 
kissing is the French. In 1950, when public kissing was not

to be witnessed in the United States, one Time magazine 
reporter was so astonished by the French custom of kissing 
in public, that he photographed many couples “inthe act,” 
and it was published under the title, “In Paris, young lovers 
kiss wherever they want to and nobody seems to care.” 
One French policeman explained, “It is a tine thing. It 
keeps these young lads out of trouble. It they weren't with 
their girls, they would probably be out on some hockey 
field where they might get hurt.” 

The French also have another custom which is being 
practiced in most of the European countries as weil as the 
Uiuted States called “social kissing.” This fad probably 
commenced with the instruction of St. Paul to “greet one 
another with a holy kiss.” Columnist Art Buchwald favors 
the social kiss, especially the two-cheek variation 
Buchwald says, “Women love to be kissed on both cheeks. 
They know they're getting a French kiss without all the 
trouble that usually goes with it.” 

There are many different kinds and vanations of the 
kiss besides the passionate and the social. The ancient 
rabbis divided kisses into three classics: greeting, farewell 
and respect. The Romans have identified their three as 
friendly, love and passionate kisses. At the turn of the 
century, the German language had no fewer than 30 types 
of kisses. They have since lost “nachkissen” which in 
1901 meant ‘making up for kisses that have been 
omitted.” 

In the Middle Ages, knights kissed before going to 
battle, just as boxers touch gloves. There are kisses that 
politicians give unsuspecting babies, kisses of treachery 
(as with Judas’ betrayal), the Matia kiss of death (a loving 
farewell), kissing our money good-bye, the kiss of luck on 
dice and crosses, the Eskimo nose kiss, the fairy-tale kiss to 


awaken Sleeping Beauties, the fasth-healer kiss, the kiss of 
reverence and the kiss to make the boo-boo better. There 
are also kisses to say hello, goodbye, get well and get lost. 

Last year, Sacramento was put on the kissing map 
when Mayor Phil Eisenberg declared Valentine's Day as 

“kiss-off day.” On that day, in aid of the American Heart 
Association, Sacramentans set a world record when 
upwards of 2,000 persons connected their lips 
ously tor two mimutes. 

The world marathon record for kissing was set by 
Bobbie Sherlock and Ray Blazina. In a 1978 smoocha 
thon in Pittsburg, they joined their lips and kissed on and 
on tor 130 hours, two minutes — in aid of a cystic fibrosis 
campaign. 

There are a couple good “how to” books on the market 
which deal directly with kissing. Hugh Morris’ “The Art of 
Kissing,” written in the 1940s, describes different types of 
kisses. One of these, the spiritual kiss, he describes as “an 
intense, longing look exchanged between you and your 
lover across a room.” It is said to be one of the more 
passionate kisses though there is no physical involvement 

“How to Kiss With Confidence,” a teenagers’ guide to 
creative kissing, contains such important advice on flirting, 
how to become a successfui kisser, touching, loving 
sounds and phrases and the do's and don't’s of kissing. For 


$1.95, what does one have to lose? 


A little limerick worth repeating: 

Around the corner and under the tree
